Bravo is a big, bold, red rose that will completely steal the show at the 
peak of its bloom in the rose garden. In all our experience with roses, 
we have never yet seen anything to equal the brilliant Cardinal-Red color 
of Bravo. The iridescent sheen of its petals gives it a rich glowing sparkle 
that delights the eye. The flowers are large—4 to 5 inches across—quite 
double (35 to 40 petals), with a rather plump bud of average length 
which opens to a big, broad, high-centered flower of perfect symmetry, 
the petals ruffled at the edges. 


The radiant red color of Bravo persists in a surprising way and even the 
hottest sun seldom fades it because the thick, heavy-textured petals have a 
crisp, lasting substance. It is not at its best in cool weather but likes 
bright, warm sunshine. We know from personal observations what mag- 
nificent blooms it produces here in California, and testers in the Southern 
States report getting the same extraordinary flowers. Bravo won a Silver 
Medal with a high score, after a two-year test in the International Rose 

Gardens at Portland, Oregon, so don’t get the idea it’s not a good per- 
former in cooler climates as well. 


The plant is not a big one, but is of medium height with a bushy habit. 
Don’t expect much fragrance. This rose has given everything it has to 
color and form. When its many perfect red blooms appear in your 
garden, you'll be exclaiming, “Bravo!” many times over.

The 25-petaled open blooms are 
not as distinct and unique as the buds, but they are very at- 
tractive. First Love has a slight pleasant Tea fragrance. 


The plant of First Love has plenty of vigor and is much- 
branched, providing dozens of the beautiful buds continuously 
all through the season. They stand hot weather well; all the 
heat does is to provide a little variation in color. The narrow, 
pale green, luxuriant foliage fits the flowers perfectly and covers 
the plant with a luxuriant mantle which is beautiful to look 
upon. 

The distinct and unique form of the bud and the always de- 
lightful pastel pink coloring, coupled with the great profusion 
of the long-stemmed flowers make First Love a great per- 
former throughout California. Reports reaching us from other 
sections of the country seem to indicate that it will be uni- 
versally successful wherever roses are grown.

Here is a fine new addition to the increasingly popular cluster-flowered Floribundas, which home gardeners are 
appreciating more and more. The plant of Valentine is low, bushy and compact, becoming 18 to 24 inches high 
and as much across. The good sized, semi-double, crimson flowers are borne in large clusters which completely 
cover the plant at the peak of each bloom. The 214-inch flowers hold their rich color well and the color is slightly 
variable according to climate and weather conditions. Sometimes it is a rather dark red, sometimes a lighter and 
brighter shade, but it always makes an attractive mass of color.

AARS stands for All-America Rose Selections, a national non- 
profit organization set up to scientifically test all mew roses and 
to select the best in each year’s introductions for national awards. 
AARS is now recognized nationally and internationally as the most 
important rose testing organization. 


All entries are planted for official test in 18 carefully selected All-America trial gardens scattered 
throughout America and representing each important rose growing climate and location. 18 of 
the most capable rose judges score these new roses for a 2-year period on a uniform point basis. 
At the end of each testing period, the scores are totaled and the top-scoring rose or roses are then 
given All-America Awards. Any new rose origination from any country or from any entrant is 
eligible to compete. The final awards are strictly impartial and are based entirely on the merits 
of the roses in competition. You can be sure that any AARS Winner (designated in this catalog 
by the AARS insignia) is a good rose because it has come out on top after a scientific, nationwide, 
competitive test. 


Each year the All-America jury becomes more discriminating in its annual selections, so discrim- 
inating that it decided that no rose in the most recent competition was good enough to be given 
a 1951 All-America Award. Accordingly, the latest winners are those that won the 1950 Awards, 
Sutter’s Gold, Fashion, Capistrano, and Mission Bells.

After 100 years, gold is again discovered in California—this time by 
Armstrong Rose Hybridists in a striking, new, golden rose.

In June 1949, these honors were confirmed when it 
won the Gold Medal and the handsome Cup of Geneva at the Con- 
cours International de Roses Nouvelles de Geneve at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, which rates as one of the most thorough and comprehensive of 
rose competitions. 


The outstanding feature of Sutter’s Gold is its beautiful, long-pointed 
yellow bud, richly shaded with orange and red. Because the plant is 
so strong, vigorous, and free-branching, it produces great quantities of 
these extraordinarily fine buds, each one borne on a long straight stem 
just right for cutting. An abundance of large glossy leaves makes the 
plant a handsome one. The flower has a rich Tea fragrance not found 
in any other yellow rose. The 24-petaled flowers are high-centered 
and richly colored when they burst open, but sometimes in certain 
weathers, they tend to open quickly and lose their brilliancy, this being 
the only serious fault of the variety. Resistance to foliage trouble is a 
valuable characteristic of Sutter's Gold.

In our opinion, it remains 
the top All-America Winner out of all the fine varieties given 
this honor. Certainly it is the finest rose that we grow here 
at the Armstrong Nurseries. If you are planting it for the 
first time, you will marvel (as we still do) at the beauty of the 
lovely, long, carmine-red buds, with their perfect streamlined 
form, and at the magnificent open blooms of rich cerise. The 
open flower is usually 3 or 4 inches in diameter, with about 
30 petals, high-centered, remaining a beautiful rich color until 
the last petal drops.

And finally out of 
thousands of seedlings, a very small number will survive the tests and are entered in the 
important national and international trial contests or are otherwise started on their way 
to your gardens. 

All of this procedure is not done overnight. Ten years is not an unusual length of time 
to elapse between the time a new rose seedling first blooms and the date on which it is 
first ready to plant in the gardens of America.
